11 BY THE COMMIS S ION

On March 2, 2007, Gila  Local Exchange Carrier ("Applicant") filed an application with the

13 Arizona Corporation Commission ("Commission") for a  Certificate  of Convenience and Necessity

14 ("CC&N") to provide resold and facilities-based local exchange and resold and facilities-based long

15 dis tance  te lecommunications  services  in the  Sta te  of Arizona . The Applicant a lso petitioned the

16 Commission to have its proposed services be classified as competitive

17 On March 30. 2007. the  Commiss ion's  Utilitie s  Divis ion Sta ff ("Sta ff") filed a  Le tte r of

18 Insufficiency s ta ting that the  Applicant's  applica tion had not met the  sufficiency requirements  as

19 outlined in the  Arizona  Adminis tra tive  Code  ("A.A.C."). The  Le tte r of Sufficiency directed the

20 Applicant to provide Docket Control with the information requested in the Letter within 30 days

On May 23, 2007, the  Applicant reques ted a  protective  agreement regarding financia l

22 information from its  parent company, Gila  River Telecommunications, Inc. Staff and the Applicant

23 subsequently entered a protective agreement dated June 28, 2007

24 On July 2, 2007, Staff received the Applicant's response to Staff' s First Set of Data Requests

25 The Applicant did not file the response Mth Docket Control. In the response, the Applicant indicated

26 that it wanted to add Private Line Services as one of the types of telecommunication services it may

27 provide  in Arizona

28 On August 29, 2007, Sta ff filed its Staff Report recommending approval of the Applicant's
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1 applica tion and recommending tha t its  proposed services  be  class ified as  competitive .

2 On September 7, 2007, a  Procedura l Order was issued scheduling a  Hearing in this  docke t for

3 October 26, 2007.

4 As  of toda y, no portion of the  Applica nt's  re sponse  to S ta ffs  Firs t Se t of Da ta  Re que s ts  ha s

5 be e n tile d with the  Commis s ion's  Docke t Control. Thus , this  informa tion is  not re a dily a va ila ble  to

6 members  of the  public who may be  inte re s ted in reviewing die  Applicant's  re sponse .

7 IT IS  THEREFORE ORDERED tha t the  Applica nt s ha ll, by Oc tobe r 15, 2007, file  with the

8 Commis s ion's  Docke t Control a ll portions  of the  Applica nt's  re s pons e  to S ta ffs  Firs t S e t of Da ta

9 Requests  tha t do not conta in information covered by the  protective  agreement da ted June  28, 2007.

10 IT IS  FURTHER ORDERED tha t a ll provis ions  of the  S e pte mbe r 7, 2007, P roce dura l Orde r

l l rema in in e ffect.

12 IT IS  FURTHER ORDERED tha t a ll pa rtie s  mus t comply with Rule  38 of the  Rule s  of the

13 Arizona  Supreme Court with respect to the  practice  of law and admiss ionpro hoc vice .

14 IT IS  FURTHER ORDERED tha t withdra wa l of re pre se nta tion mus t be  ma de  in complia nce

15 with A.A.C. R14-3-104(E) a nd Rule  1.16 of the  Rule s  of P rofe ss iona l Conduct (unde r Rule  42 of the

16 Rule s  of the  Arizona  Supre me  Court). Re pre se nta tion be fore  the  Commiss ion include s  a ppe a ring a t

17 a ll he a rings , proce dura l confe re nce s , a nd Ope n Me e tings  a t which the  ma tte r is  s che dule d for

18 discuss ion, unle ss  counse l has  previous ly been granted pe rmiss ion to withdraw by the  Adminis tra tive

19 La w J udge  or the  Commis s ion.

20 IT IS  FURTHER ORDERED tha t the  Ex P a rte  Ru le  (A.A.C. R14-3-113-Una u thorize d

21 Communica tions ) a pplie s  to  this  proce e ding a nd s ha ll re ma in in  e ffe ct until the  Commis s ion 's

22 De cis ion in this  ma tte r is  fina l a nd non-a ppe a la ble .

23 IT IS  FURTHER ORDERED tha t the  P re s iding Office r ma y re s cind, a lte r, a me nd, or wa ive

24 any portion of this  P rocedura l Orde r e ithe r by subsequent P rocedura l Orde r or by ruling a t hea ring.
